W ABHINGTON,January 22.—The pres- 
ident is reported as speakiug strongly 
in favor of the electoral bill, and ex- 
pressed the determination to sign it 
should it pass.

Am e from the president was laid 
before the house in response to a reso- 
lution —s for copies of orders given 
for the use of troops io Virginia, South 
Carolina, Louisiana and Fiorida dur- 
ing the election. The copies of orders 
were transmitted with the message. 
The president defends his action as be- 
ing simply in the performance ‘of his 
duty under the constitution and laws, 
and says that if he had had more troops 
at his disposal, he would have station- 
ed them so as to prevent the violation 
of the election jaws in those states, 
also in Alabama, Mississippi and Geor- 
gia.

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THE BENNETT-MAY DUEL, 


Another Version of It by “An Eye- 
_ Witmess.”’ 


New York, January 18.—The Tri- 
bune publishes an account of the 
Bennett-May duel, which it says is 
obtained from an eye-witness, The 
account says the first shot fell to May. 
If he could kill or disable his antago- 
nist while the words “one, two, three”’ 
were delivered in rapid succession by 
the other’s second, he was safe. If he 
should fail, it would be his turn to be 
a target for the bullet of his opponent. 
If, however, he fired before or after the 
words, he was by the code a coward, 
and in case he killed his opponent, a 
murderer. May betrayed nervousness 
but when he took his position he was 
observed to be greatly composed. Ben- 
nett, on the other hand, showed no 
signs of trepidation either in speech or 
manner.

Hence, the almost 
incredulots wonder with which he re- 
garded Blaine’s extraordinary freaks of 
debate. Hill would assert a genera! 
principle; Blaine would intimate a 
personal motive; Hillwould declare 
an axiom oflaw ani precedent; Blaine 
would recite an incident of personal 
career. With his mind full to the 
measure with law and history on the 
natural and guarantee? rights of war, 
Hill was met bya crossfire of jibes 
and taunts, and really confused. The 
laws of the house, ingeniously framed 
for the limitation of debate, annoy and 
perplex him. He has the instinct of 
oratory, and when embarked on the 
high sea of debate, has no conception 
of the limitation of the tides—of order 
and usage.

Of course with such character- 
istics a master of the finesse of debate.

to heed, or eyen hear a speech of more 
than 10 minutes. It was 3 o'clock be- 
fore he took breath, and still the eyes 
and ears of the galleries were intent;

three hours, of exhaustion. 

The substanceof what he said is fa-

tincerity. He made the mistake of sup- 
posing that he was addressing an audi- 
ence of grown people—who would 
reacon with him and show him where 
he was wrong—not an assembly of 
timid time-servers on one side and dis- 
honest demagogues On the other. For 
though the democrats heard Hill aad 
applauded, seeing none of the baleful 
insinuations which the on re imagi- 
nation of Blaine deduced, the charge 
was no sooner made that Hill had justi- 
fied secession and discredited northern 
humanity than the truculent blather- 
skites on both sides fell into a common 
chorus of denunciation. He was un- 
conscious of the motive of the strife he 
had stirred.
